I bog  to  submit  to  you  my. Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  Administration  of  the  Urban*" District  for  the 
year  ended  3*1 -t  Dc°ember,  1945* 

The  vital  statistics  relating  to  the  District  shew  little 
change  compared  with  those  of  the  preceding  war  years,  The 
birth  ra*  3 has  decreased,  the  &e  .rease  probably  being  aco  vnhcd 
for  by  the  fact  that,  the- termination  ■ of  hostilities  during  the 
year  has  lead  to  the  departure  of  many  of  the  service  menTs 
families.  The  death  rate  has  increased,  go  17*15  per  1000 
population,  the  principal  causes  of  death  being  (1)  heart 
disease,  (2)  intracranial  vascular  lesions,  {yj  cancer. 

These  three  groups  of  diseases  were  responsible  for  over  50$  . 
of  the  deaths  as  might  be  anticipated  having  regard  to  the 
large  proportion  of  elderly  retired  residents  in  the  district* 

The  notifications  of  the  principal  epidemic  diseases  were 
lovr  with  the  even pt ion  of  measles  and  whooping  cough*  Both 
these  diseases  yn, re  prevalent •throughout  the  year,  the  former 


predominating  in  the  first  half  and  the  latter  in  the  second 
half  of  the  year . • 'Only  one  case  of  diphtheria  was  notified, 
the  affected  person  being  a young  adult  not  immunised  against 
the  disease* 


Rainfall* 

The  rainfall  for  the  year  was  below  the  average  - 20*93"  * 
The  heaviest  fall  occurred  in  January  (3*39") > and  the  lowest 
in  March  (0*77")  the  amount  of  rain  falling  in  each  quarter 
being  approximately  the  same*

There  are  five  .licensed  camping-  site's  in  the  district  and 
the  policy  of . the .Council  has  been  to  allow  the  erection  of  new 
caravans  and  temporary  “bungalows  on  only  two'  of  the  sites 
situated  on  the  cliffs, - From  the  Public  Health  point  of  view 
this. .form  of  development  needs  constant  supervision,  especially 
in  View  of  the  fact  that  many  of  these  dwellings  are  in 
continuous  occupation  throughout  the  year  and  not  used  for 
residential  purposes  during  the  Summer,  months  only.
